Partners toast birth 
of Begin’s coalition

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
dispatched two letters yesterday in- 
forming both the president and the 
Knesset speaker that he had suc- 
ceeded in forming a new coalition 
on the 20th of the 2 1 -day term he 
bad in which to do the job. 

Last- night the tired members of 
the new cabinet, their deputies, and 
leaders .of the four component par- 
ties toasted the- new coalition and 
signed the agreement which 
brought it into being. David Levy, 
who has refused for the time being 
to enter the new cabinet, was the 
one notable absentee at the festive 
occasion. Those who came gathered 
in a narrow room in the Prime 
Minister's Office, where, perhaps 
symbolically, it was difficult to find 
enough chairs for them all. 

The ceremony began 30 minutes 
behind schedule partly because the 
four Agudat Yisrael MKswere late, 
but also to allow the event to be 
telecast live on TV’s Mabai news 
programme.'

He promised that every detail of 
the new government’s policy 
guidelines would be made public. 
“There will be~no secrets. I can un- 
derstand the criticism by our oppo- 
nents because they never wanted to 
see us reach this moment in which 
we secured the formation of our 
coalition." he said.- 

He argued that the news media 
had “been in error — I would rather 
not resort to sharper terms — on the 
question of the agreement between 
Ariel Sharon and Agudat Yisrael.

Fifty of the 83 clauses in the 
coalition agreement deal with 
religious affairs and were apparent- 
ly included by demand of the 
religious parties. 

One general clause commits the 
government to ensuring that 
religious institutions are not dis- 
criminated against in allocation of 
funds for education and culture by 
the government, municipalities and 
the Jewish Agency. Another, com- 
mits it to ensuring that laws pertain- 
ing to religious affairs are 
implemented, including municipal 
by-laws, in particular laws concern- 
ing observance of the Sabbath and 
Jewish holidays and kashrut. 

Among the clauses dealing with 
minimizing work on the Sabbath 
and Jewish holidays are commit- 
ments to ensure that a person who 
does not want to work on the Sab- 
bath will not be discriminated 
against when seeking employment; 
that public transport will cease over 
the Sabbath and on Jewish holidays: 
that new plants will be given aid to 
ensure that they can function 
without working on the Sabbath; 
and that a ministerial committee 
will impose strict supervision on 
granting work permits on the Sab- 
bath. 


All new national projects and in- 
dustries will be supervised by a 
special committee that will ensure 
that Sabbath work is minimized, 
both during its construction and in 
its functioning. Efforts will continue 
to cut down Sabbath work in the 
Electric Corporation, and in new 
electric plants automized equip- 
ment wilt be installed so that the 
Sabbath is not desecrated where 
work is necessary. , 

The transport minister will be 
entrusted with ensuring that the 
Sabbath is observed in sea ports. 
Special efforts will be made to 
enable Sabbath observance in Ben- 
Gurion Airport. All El Al flights to 
and from Israel will be grounded 
during the Sabbath and Jewish holi- 
days. 

The last clause in the agreement 
reflects one of the Aguda’s principal 
demands throughout the coalition 
negotiations. It sa>s: “The prime 
minisler believes that because the 
concept of giyur (conversion) is 
essentially halachic. the Law of 
Return should be amended and 
should include the words giyur 
Ka'halacha (conversion according

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin will present his second 
government to the Knesset and 
ask for its approval at 10 a.m. to- 
day. But although the Likud-led 
coalition was officially formed 
last night, some problems 
remained, chief among them 
David Levy's refusal to enter the 
new cabinet. 

At 9 a.m. Begin will summon the 
outgoing cabinet for a farewell ses- 
sion. Half an hour later, the new 
cabinet will sit briefly for a first un- 
official get-together. Half an hour 
after that meeting the Knesset will 
be called into session, and a long 
debate will begin on approving the 
next government. Officially eight 
hours have been allotted for it, but 
the debate may take 35 much as 12 
hours. 

Deputy ministers will not be ap- 
pointed immediately, however, as 
Begin will go on a week-long holi- 
day as of tomorrow. 

The coalition formation cliff- 
hanger continued almost to the last 
minute yesterday, with new dif- 
ficulties cropping-up and with brief 
doubts about whether the govern- 
ment would be born at all. 

The main problem Begin faced 
yesterday and which still remains 
unresolved is Levy’s disagreement 
with Lhe arrangement whereby he 
would lose the Absorption portfolio 
to Tami's Aharon Abuhatzeira. 
Levy announced that he would not 


be a member of the new govern- 
ment. although his support for the 
coalition was assured. 

Begin himself will hold Levy’s 
Housing portfolio in trust for him. 
Sources close to Begin predicted 
that Levy would return to the 
government soon and that this will 
be done under the guise of yielding 
to popular pressure from the parly 
faithful. 

An attempt to offer a deputy 
premiership to Levy fell through 
before the suggestion was actually 
pul to him. Levy said that he does 
not want a personal honour but 
positions for the party. 

Begin's deputy Simha Ehrlich, 
meanwhile signalled Begin that he 
would not tolerate the creation of 
another deputy. 

Likud circles were also wonder- 
ing last night what to make of the

Levy’s absence from cabinet troubles Herat 


F-16s for Israel expected 
after Reagan-Sadat summit

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration is expected to lift 
the suspension on delivery of 10 F-I6 
fighters to Israel shortly following 
President Ronald Reagan's summit 
whh visiting Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat — perhaps as early as 
next Monday. 

The Egyptian leader arrived here 
last night. He opens two days of 
talks with Reagan this morning at 
.the White Mouse. 

■ According to well-placed U.S. of- 
ficials, Reagan and Secretary of 
Stale Alexander. Haig are once 
again described as “eager” to lift 
the F-16 suspension, initially im-. 
posed following the Israeli raid 
against the Iraqi nuclear reactor in 
June. It was set to be lifted the day 
of Israel's bombing of PLO targets 
in Beirut last month, but was 
retained as a result of that bombing. 


The Stale Department has con- 
firmed that yet another four F-16s 
are scheduled to be sent to Israel 
next Monday, a day after Sadat 
leaves the U.S. for Vienna and talks 
with Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
before returning to Cairo. Some of- 
ficials here believe that a formal an- 
nouncement releasing tbe planes 
may come that day •— assuming the 
cease-fire along the Israeli- 
Lebanese frontier holds. 

But other U.S. officials, including 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, are still said to be pres- 
sing for a continuation of the F-16 
suspension. 

What appears virtually certain, 
according to reliable diplomatic 
sources, is that the administration 
will not broaden the embargo to in- 
clude F-15 fighters. A shipment of 
F-I5s is to be sent to Israel next 
week as well.

. .. Prime Minister Menache.m Begin 
yesterday faced what amounted to a 
potential revolt in his Herat party. 
The party has long felt that Begin 
has taken its cooperation for 
granted and that h is being short- 
changed in contacts with other 
political partners. It took Housing 
Minister David Levy's refusal to be 
relieved of the Absorption Ministry 
portfolio, .to spark off a louder than 
usual outcry 'in the usually 
compliant Herat. 

Leading party sources told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that it is 
not just Levy's position as a power 
broker m Herat which accounts for 
the protests against Begin's decision 
to award the absorption portfolio — 
held by Levy since 1977 — to 
Tami's Aharon Abuhatzeira. Levy’s 
personal position in Herat does, 
however, contribute to the 
widespread dissatisfaction in the 
party, the sources said. 

Herat youth wing sources said 
yesterday that Levy must be 
credited with the party's 
remarkable comeback in recent 
months and that he must be seen as 
having brought Herat much of the 
North African vote in both the 
Histadrat and Knesset elections. 

This is only a very partial ex- 
planation, however. Party leaders 


say that Levy is not fighting a per- 
sonal battle, but that he is bearing 
the banner of party interests, which 
Begin often ignores. They point our 
thai Lev>- attracts the Oriental vote 
to Herat and this is the same seg- 
ment" of the population which Tami 
strives to attract. 

There are additional arguments in 
the sphere of party interests. While 
Levy is not really enamoured of the 


Absorption Ministry, he knows well 
that controlling a ministry provides' 
opportunities to hand out jobs to 
the party faithful. The Absorption 
Ministry has more Herat appointees 
than any other ministry, because for 
a long time after the formation of 
the first Likud government in 1977, 
it was the only government ministry 
in the hands of Herat proper. 

The Foreign Ministry of the time 


was given to foimer Labourite 
Moshe Dayan, and the then defence 
minister Ezer Weizman was never 
misled by grass roots Herutniks as 
one of their own. Arid Sharon, a 
latecomer from his own Shlomzion 
parly, took several years in office to 
become integrated and popular in 
Herat. Haim Landau was then not 
yet in the cabinet and only David

Bank of Israel plan 
for reducing free credit

The Bank of Israel has proposed 
that the government sharply cut 
free credit, perhaps by .as much as 
15-20 per cent in real terms, in the 
coming three months. 

This proposal, which is supported 
by. the Treasury, was discussed 
yesterday by the Bank oflsrael’s ad- 
visory. council, with the bank's 
governor, Amon Gafny, and the 
council's chairman. Professor Haim 
Barkai, strongly supporting the 
idea. The proposal requires the ap- 
proval of the economic cabinet 
before it can be implemented. 

The bank is making the proposal 
regarding credit freely available on 
the open market in order to 
neutralize the effects of the govern- 
ment's recent large injections of 
money into the economy. 


The bank reached a similar deci- 
sion at the beginning of 1981, but 
the credit ceilings resolved upon 
were not adhered to and free 
credit grew each month on average 
by 2.4 per cent in real terms. 

The bank's proposal, if enacted, 
wilt make it far more difficult for in- 
dividuals and small businessmen 
(who are ineligible for directed 
credit) to receive loans from banks. 

Persons who none the less decide 
to borrow money will end up paying 
much higher interest rales for it. 

Treasury director-general Prof. 
Ezra Sadan believes that such a 
drastic reduction of credit will lead 
to an increase in interest rates. 

To prove his point, Sadan died 
the cases of Bank Hamizrahi and 
the First International Bank, which 
announced they were reducing in- 
((MtliHtd 0 B page 2 , col.

Dutton, a former aide to presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and a former 
assistant secretary of slate for con- 
gressional relations, now operates a 
respected Washington lobbying of- 
ficer He was deeply involved in the 


successful 1978 battle to win con- ' 
gressional upprova] for the Carter 
administration's package sale of F- : 
15 fighters to- the Saudis. 

On page II. the document refers 
to whul it says is un Israeli threat to 
Suudi Arabia.

YAMIT. — Gush Emunim leader 
Rabbi Moshc Levinger will soon 
focus his activities on preventing 
the evacuation of settlements in 
Sinai, a close confidant said yester- 
day. 

Rabbi Yosef Anleman, a veteran 
of Gush Emunim settlement at- 
tempts in Judea and Samaria, said 
that Levinger's exact plans cannot 
yet he disclosed. But he said the 
Kiryul Arba rabbi will definitely not 
be moving into Yamit. or try to set 
up new settlements in Sinai. 

Anteman, together with his wife 
and five children, are among the 13 
religious families who last month 
moved into Housing Ministry- 
owned fiats in Yamit. 

They may soon be followed by 
Tehiya MR Hanan Porat, he said. 

The newcomers. Anteman said, 
will not resort to violence to prevent 
the pull-back, scheduled for April 
1982. Levinger. he said, “is not 
violent, but calculating.” Anteman 
added. ’’There are people in the 
region, however, who will take ex- 
ceptional action.” 

A veteran Yamit resident, who 
identified himself only as Shlomo, 
said lhat the 13 families “want to 
put us in the category of extremists 
so that the government will have an 
excuse to evacuate us by force.” 

If violence erupts during the pull- 
back. he said, the Neot Sinai 
vegetable garden incident “will look 
like a joke.” 

The mood in Yamit is one of bit- 
terness against a government that, 
as resident's wryly note, has not even 
sent out letters officially informing 
them they will have to leave next 
April.

“They want to wear us down, so 
that we'll drop to our knees and beg 
for money,” Shlomo said. 

Business owners yesterday did 
receive letters from the government 
giving them until the end of the 
month to send in assessments for 
compensation, and advertisements 
tacked on the town centre's bulletin 
boards offer flats for sale in 
Beersheba, Kiryat Bialik, Ra'anana 
and elsewhere in Israel.

A belief that Yamit is situated in- 
side the biblical Land of Israel was 
the underlying reason for setting up 
house there.

All institutions which receive 
government funding will now be 
subject to the supervision of the 
State Comptroller. Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor announced 
yesterday. 

The new order comes in the wake 
of the coalition agreement with 
Agudal Yisrael, which substantially 
raises the amount of government 
aid allotted to yeshiva students. 

The Treasury yesterday estimated 
that the agreement with the Aguda 
will cost some lSTOOm. annually, 
said Aridor's assistant. Harm 
Haham. 

The Aguda has demanded that 
the' state subsidy for each yeshiva 
student be upgraded to equal 65 per 
cent of the subsidy for each univer- 
sity humanities student, and seeks 
recognition of yesbivas as institu- 
tions of higher learning on the same 
level as universities. 

But Hebrew University rector 
Raphael Mechoulam- said that to 


compare the costs of teaching un- 
iversity students with yeshiva 
studies “is absurd." 

“We conduct research. Yeshivas, 
in terms of the content and costs of 
study, are like high schools,” he 
said. 

Aridor stressed that all grants to 
Aguda institutions will be open and 
aboveboard, with no money being 
Tunnelled to the Aguda “under the 
table” or in various disguises 
through other government offices. 

Over the past few years, Aguda 
institutions have received tens of 
millions of shekels from the govern- 
ment so me t i mes directly! from the 
Treasury and sometimes channelled 
. through other, .ministries, such, , fls 
Education, Religious Affairs or 
even Social Affairs. 

The State Comptroller had no 
power of supervision whatsoever 
over moneys which went to the 
Aguda's independent education 
system, and no way of determining 
how the public's money was being 
spent.

Quarter of all MKs may be 
ministers or their deputies

The number of deputy ministers 
expected to serve in Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin's second govern- 
ment — which reached 12 last night 
and was. growing from hour lo hour 
— will prove lo be an all-time 
record. Together with its 18 
ministers, the new government may 
account a for one-fourth the total 
membership of the Tenth Knesset. 

Begin's first government had in 
its last months only one deputy 
minister. Mordechai Zipori at the 
Defence Ministry. With up lo 12 in 
his second cabinet. Begin would 
deploy as many deputy ministers as 
three or four governments put 
together. His unprecedented action 
is seen as a way of supplying much- 
needed cement to a shaky coalition 
structure. 

Because of the tremendous ex- 
pense involved in having a dozen 
deputy ministers, parliamentary ob- 
servers were calculating whether 
the cost will be higher than the 


material benefits distributed before 
the election in the form of lax 
reductions, and whether the pur- 
pose is essentially the same — 
paying for support. 

Various estimates circulated in 
the Knesset last night for the cost of 
a dozen deputy ministers. One 
senior civil servant told The 
Jerusalem Post privately that the bill 
would reach at least IS 12 million a 
year. 

The total bill would include salary 
plus social benefits and representa- 
tion expeases, the civil servant 
noted. Each deputy minister would 
require a new car and would run up 
a big fuel bill, travelling around lo 
get maximum exposure. Each would 
require an aide plus a chauffeur plus 
a secretary. Each would require 
reasonable office space plus new 
furniture. Some of the deputy 
ministers would probably need two 
secretaries, as did Yehezkel Flomin, 
deputy finance minister in the 
previous government. 


Mitterrand to visit Riyadh next month

PARIS. — President Francois Mit- 
terrand will visit Saudi Arabia next 
month. The trip to Riyadh will be 
the first official state visit of the new 
French president abroad. 

The Elysee palace disclosed 
yesterday that preparations for the 
talks with Saudi leaders are un- 
deway. There was no official 


presidential announcement of the 
slate visit, and the news was dis- 
closed in a low-key briefing to the 
press. 

Mitterrand mentioned his inten- 
tion to go to Riyadh as early as mid- 
Junc, two weeks after his inaugura- 
tion. King Khaled of Saudi Arabia 
was the first head of state to have 
talks with the' new president in 
Paris. 


Ehrlich tries to play down

Levy was a bona fide Hcrut 
representative with an eye out for 
party interests. 

The final cause for Levy’s rebel- 
lion is the fact that the next Zionist 
Congress is to be held in a year and 
he would like to appear as a Herut 
minister of absorption and thereby 
bolster Herut’s position in the 
Zionist government. He now fears 
that Tami will establish itself as a- 
legitimate alternative. 

The pro- Levy groundswell yester- 
day included a caH by MK Ronnie 
MS© for Begin to call early elec- 
tions if he cannot find a way to con- 
vince Tami not to demand the ab- 
sorption portfolio. “Herut can only 
gain in an election. Labour will fall 
back. We would be able to form a 
much more stable government. But 
we will be undermining ourselves by 
creating a government in which 
David Levy is not a prominent 
member.” He told The Post. 

Levy was subject to heavy pres- 


sure from Begin throughout the day 
via telephone calls and two personal 
meetings. Levy told Begin that, 
while he “would follow him through 
fire and water.” he cannot agree to 
eroding Herut's position. 

Later Begin said he 
would keep the housing portfolio in 
trust for Levy until he could be per- 
suaded back into the government. 

At its meeting last night, the 
Herut Knesset faction approved the 
coalition agreement and gave Begin 
the green light to form his coalition, 
even if David Levy for the time be- 
ing is not included in it. However, 
this decision was taken primarily 
because no time whatever was left 
for the party if it wanted a Likud 
government to be formed at all. 

Both Begin and Levy will be un- 
der considerable, pressure in the 
near future: Begin to see to it that 
Levy does not long remain outside 
the government; and Levy to take 
up the cabinet post which Begin 
says he will reserve for him. 


IDF mobility boosted by 
new engineering equipment

TEL AVIV. — The Engineering 
Corps yesterday unveiled four new 
pieces of equipment that increase 
mobility in the field and offer better 
protection to the soldiers operating 
them. 

The innovations are: 

• An “attack bridge" that can be 
placed quickly over anti-tank 
trenches, allowing armoured forces 
to cross. 

• An “assault barge” built by the 
Israel Military Industries that can 
transfer troops and equipment 
across waterways. The barge’s 
design was directly inspired by les- 


sons' learned in the Yom Kippur 
War. 

■ An Engineering'Corps armoured 
personnel carrier that can carry a 
squad and its equipment within an 
armoured column or with infantry. 
• Two new tank bulldozers that 
will replace -the old Sherman tank 
model. The new equipment is highly 
mobile and well-armoured. 

Engineering . Corps commander 
Tal-Aluf Avishai Katz told a news 
conference yesterday that the corps 
had proved in the first stage of the . 
Sinai evacuation that it could han- 
dle large-scale operations and clear 
hundreds of mines without dif- 
ficulty. . , 


Polish traffic-jam protest heralds strike action today 


WARSAW (UPI). — For the se- 
cond day in a row. Solidarity 
protesters yesterday blocked War- 
saw's central intersection with 
buses, trams and lorries. 

The tense showdown between the 
union and the government over the 
shortage of food, however, took on 
a carnival tone as protesters sun- 
bathed, listened to rock music and 
were given special performances by 
famous Polish comedians. 

In other protest action across the 
country, most of Solidarity’s 130,0- 
00 members in the Czestochowa 
region staged a one-hour warning 
strike as part of the continuing wave 


of strikes and demonstrations 
against the food supply crisis all 
over Poland. 

The 900,000 Solidarity members 
of the Warsaw region plan a two- 
hour warning strike — three hours 
for public transport — today, and 
the traffic tie-up protesters vowed 
not to remove their vehicles until 
after that strike is over. 

Solidarity has threatened im- 
mediate strike action if police try lo 
dislodge the vehicles by -force 
before then. 

"After the Wednesday strike we 
will go home or to work." said a 
communique from the protesters 


early yesterday. “But we declare — 
the patience of people is running 
out ... there are only 150 of us biiLit 
could be thousands.” 

The trouble began when police 
unexpectedly prevented the convoy - 
of vehicles from passing Communist 
Party headquarters during’ a 
demonstration against food shor- 
tages on Monday. Solidarity says 
the convoy route had been ap- 
proved by police, but officials deny 
this, and both sides blame the other 
for the impasse. 

Attempts were made at a com- 
promise. hut both sides 'ended up , 
hardening their positions in what a

“But you can't bring about a 
managerial and technological 
revolution overnight because of a 
coalition agreement,” he said. “At- 
titudes change slowly, and replacing 
old machinery takes even longer." 

A similar view was voiced yester- 
day by Yossi Shalit, managing- 
director of the govern mem-towned 
Negev Phosphates, which is also 
subject to pressure to cut its Sab- 
bath work-force by the coalition 
agreement. Shalit said that fewer 
than 100 of the 1 ,700 work-force are 
employed on the Sabbath. Their 
main job is to keep the furnaces hot. 

“It would be possible to replace 
nearly all of them by robots," he 
said. “But the investment required 
is loo great to be justified on , 
economic grounds. If the govern- 
ment is prepared to pay the price, 
however, then I'll go along with it.” 

Alleged Israeli 
gangster dies in 
Paris shootout 

PARIS (UPI). — One of two 
persons wounded in a shoot-out 
among alleged Israeli gangsters in 
the Opera district of Paris died on 
Monday in .hospital from bullet 
wounds, police reported. 

Theysaid Zion Attias, 29, died at 
La Salpetriere Hospital. The condi- 
tion of the second man, who was not 
immediately identified, was 
described as extremely serious. 

■witnesses, seven men ■ 
described 1 as Israelis were sitting 
’ in the cafe on the Boulevard 'des 
Italiens near the Paris Opera when 
they began to argue and finally pul- 
led out pistols. 

While other customers screamed 
; and ran for cover, the men shot at 
each other, splattering bullets all 
over the cafe.

Six men convicted of riotous 
behaviour and illegal assembly were 
given ' four-month suspended 
sentences to run for three years. 
Each of them was also compelled to 
sign a IS 5,000 guarantee not to com-, 
mil a similar offence in the future. 

■ Five others convicted only of il- 
legal assembly, were given two- 
month suspended sentences to run 
for three years. They were also 
compelled to sign guarantees for 
IS2.0OO against committing a 
similar offence in the future. 

Judge Edna Bedkenslein, explain- 
ing the sentences, said that expres- 
sion of political views at election 
rallies was an essential part of 
democracy, and that those who dis- 
turbed such rallies are curtailing 
freedom of expression.

The Knesset yesterday voted un- 
animously to send to commiitee a 
bill declaring, among other things, 
that the linkage factor in ^linked 
loan is "an integral part of the prin- 
cipal” of the loan, and not a fine, or 
part of the interest.

Nazareth 
municipality 
faces crisis 

NAZARETH (Itim). — The 
Nazareth municipality may be 
forced to close down unless it 
receives the funds it is owed for 
June, MK Tawfik Zayyad, mayor of 
Nazareth, said in a cable to Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin yester- 
day. 

Nazareth -municipality workers 
have not yet received their June 
salaries. According to municipality 
officials, the Interior Ministry has 
still not transferred the IS 3.2 million 
it owes the municipality for June. 

The municipality’s coffers are 
empty, the officials said. In order to 
pay its Moslem employees their 
June salary before the Id el-Fitr 
feast, which ends the Ramadan fast, 
it had to borrow the money, in dol- 
lars, at high interest from insurance 
companies. 

The municipality has sent a letter 
to tile Union of Local Authorities, 
asking it to intervene with the 
Interior Ministry on its behalf. The 
letter warns that unless a solution is 
found for its financial difficulties, 
drastic steps will be taken. Two 
weeks ago the municipality held a 
one-day strike to protest ’footdrag- 
ging" by the Interior Ministry.

Dr. Chariest Kretner, who was 
born in Rumania and lost many 
relatives in the Holocaust, is seek- 
ing survivors who can testify against 
Russian-born Tscherim Soobzokov 
and Mycoia Kowalchuk, alleged 
Nazi war criminals. The U.S. courts 
are ready to re-open these cases if 
adequate; testimony is provided. 

Soobzokov allegedly set a torch 
to a freight car full of Jewish con- 
centration camp infnates in 
Hungary in 1944, and helped 
murder many others. Kowalchuk al- 
legedly participated in the murder 
of thousands of Ukrainian Jews. His . 


case was suspended when the chief 
witness against him died. 

At a press conference sponsored 
by the American Jewish Committee 
in Jerusalem yesterday, Kremersaid 
that it was very difficult to get 
Holocaust survivors to offer 
evidence since “they just want to 
forget." 

Kremer, who is director of the 
Committee to Bring Nazi War 
Criminals to Justice (Nazi-hunter 
Simon Wiesenlhai is honorary presi- 
dent), suid that a number of Circas- 
sians living in Paterson, New Jersey, 
were witness to the torching of the 
freight cur, but they are afraid to 
testify because “some of them may 
have .been involved."

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Wave of political killings, executions spread in Iran 


BHRl.iT. - 1 ration President 

Mohammed Ali Rajui yesterday- 
asked the Majlis (parliament) to ap- 
prove hi* nomination of a Moslem 
fundamentalist as prime minister, 
and a »;nc of political killings and 
executions spread ' through the 
country. 

The stale-run news agency. Pars, 
reported one government official 
killed and another wounded in 
shooting incidents, and said that 12 
“terrorists were executed" after be- 
ing found guilty of “armed revolt 
against the Isiumic Republic of 
Iran.” 

Rajai. who was sworn in as presi- 
dent on Monday, appointed 47- 
y ear-old Hojatolislam Mohammed, 
j ax ad Buhonur as prime minister on 
Monday. 

Iran's new political struggles were 
complicated by continued execu- 


tions. bombings and shootings 
which swept across the country in 
the ongoing poxver struggle between 
the clergymen and their moderate 
and leftist opponents. 

According to Pars. 27 "terrorists" 
were executed by Tiring squads over 
the past 24 hours in various parts of 
Iran* 

Fifteen convicts were executed in 
the western town of Hamadan. the 
Caspian region towns of Fumanat 
and Rust and the central cities of 
Isfahan and Borujerd. while death 
sentences for 12 others were carried 
out in the Teheran's Evin prison. 

According to Pars, the so-called 
terrorists were either members of 
the outlawed leftist groups Mojahe- 
deen Khalq and Rah-e Kargar. or 
supporters of ex-president Bani- 
Sadr. 

The agency reported that Mahdi 


Han mini Nejad. the public relations 
officer of the Isfahan Revolutionary 
Guards, was.shot and killed by two 
'motorcyclists on Monday. The 
agency said that a butcher, who was 
not identified, was also killed in 
Isfahan when the "terrorists" tossed 
an explosive device into his shop. 

Meanwhile, Austria yesterday 
said that it is willing to grant asylum 
to Bani-Sudr if he should request it 
buL would not want him to be active 
politically, an aide to Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky said in Vienna 
yesterday. 

Bani-Sadr. ' granted political 
asylum in France, has said that he 
might go to Sweden or Austria if 
France banned his political ac- 
tivities. On Monday the French 
Foreign Ministry said it would 
lighten restrictions on the Termer 
president's contacts with the press. 


The Swedish Foreign Ministry 
has said that it could not grant him 
asylum since France hud already 
done so. 


In Paris, the two Iranian pilots 
who applied for usylum. after help- 
ing to fly Bani-Sadr to France left 
the Hvreux military base yesterday 
for an- unknown destination, ap- 
parently because of fear of retalia- 
tion. 


Two other airmen who were 
aboard the allegedly hijacked Boe- 
ing 707 jetliner have decided to 
return to Teheran, and are believed 
to be awaiting repatriation at the 
Iranian Embassy. The Iranian jet 
was still at the Evreux base near 
Paris yesterday and olficials said 
that Iran planned to send. a new 
crew to Paris Lo fly the plane home.

German economy worsens, 


unemployment rate climbs 


BONN ( Reuter). — West Germany 
yesterday announced a sharp rise in 
unemployment and a fall in in- 
dustrial production, as government 
talks continued on whether to levy a 
special income surtax to finance the 
creation of more jobs. 


Federal Labour Office statistics 
showed the number of jobless rose 
by 120.500 Iasi month lo 1.25 mil- 
lion or 5.3 per cent of the labour 
force, the highest July total for 29 
\eary 


Josef Stingi. president of the 
Labour Office, said that the rise in 
unemployment was extraordinarily 
large for the time of year and all 
signs were that the economy would 
weaken further. 

The Economics Ministry later 
provided further evidence of the 
gloomy state of West Germany's 
economy with figures showing that 


industrial production fell by a 
seasonally adjusted 3.6 per cent in 
June. aTter rising by almost I per 
cent in May. 

Finance Minister Hans Mal- 
thoefer. meanwhile, reported that 
the government was still undecided 
about the “difficult problem" of 
whether to levy an income surtax. 

Matthoefer. in an interview with 
the weekly magazine Stern, said that 
the immediate effect of such a tax 
would be to endanger jobs since it 
would take money out of (he 
economy and cut demand. The 
creation of new jobs through invest- 
ment incentives financed by the Lax 
would come only at a later stage. 

Matthoefer is still seeking 
DM2.8b. (Si. lb.) in savings from 
other ministers, having obtained the 
Economics Ministry's agreement on 
Monday to cut its spending by 
DM 1.2b. (5480m.) in 1982. 


Indian court upholds Gandhi powers 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - The In- 
dian Supreme Court yesterday dis- 
missed two challenges to the 
valid fly of :• presidential ordinance 
that gives Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's government wide powers 
to ban strikes in essential services. 

The ordinance, introduced last 
week, has drawn bitter protests 
from opposition parties and trade 
unions. Several major unions have 
called for a day of protest 
demonstrations when parliament 
resumes on August 17. 

Three judges of the Supreme 


Court yesterday dismissed petitions 
against the regulation, which were 
submitted by a legislator from 
Northern Jammu and Kashmir Slate 
and by a trade union, after a 90- 
minute hearing. 


Rumanian soccer star 
defects to W. Germany 

HANOVER (UPI). — Marcel 
Raducanu, Rumanian “soccer 
player of the year," has asked for 
political asylum in West Germany, 
authorities said yesterday. 


Iranian mission occupied 


BERLIN (AP). — About 25 ex- 
patriate Iranians yesterday stormed 
the Iranian Consulate in West 
Berlin to protest the Islamic govern- 
ment in their homeland. They oc- 
cupied the building for an hour 
before surrendering to police. 

It was the second seizure of an 
Iranian mission in two days. On 
Monday, about 100 intruders forced 
their way into the embassy in Bonn, 
breaking windows and fighting with 
embassy employees before police 
ejected them. 

One of the consulate occupiers, 
who said he was a member of the 
Hamburg Moslem Student Associa- 
tion. telephoned the Associated 
Press to say the action was directed 
against the clerical regime led by 
Ayatollah Ruhollah. Khomeini and 


its executions of political oppo- 
nents. 

Police said that the group' over- 
powered a guard and stormed into 
the building shortly after the con- 
sulate opened for business. The oc- 
cupiers surrendered without 
violence after about 140 policemen 
moved in. All the demonstrators 
were arrested. 

In Teheran, the. Iranian' Foreign 
Ministry summoned the West 
German ambassador to discuss the 
attack on the Iranian Embassy in 
Bonn on Monday, the official Ira- 
nian Pars news agency said yester- 
day. 

The ministry demanded that the 
“German police give a report iden- 
tifying the arrested persons to their 
ambassador in Teheran," Pars said.

Brady suffers seizures 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — White 
House Press Secretary James 
Brady, shaken on Monday by a 
violent convulsion stemming from 
the four-month-old bullet wound to 
his brain, had more “mild body 
seizures" yesterday, but doctors 
said his vital signs remained stable. 

Brady was shot m the head in the 
assassination attempt on President 
Ronald Reagan last March 31. 

Brady was "responsive" despite 
the new complications. 

Dr. Dennis O'Leary, spokesman 
for George Washinton Hospital, 
said that no infection was found in 
the fluid and "there is no cause for

S. Africa premier silent 


on apartheid reform plan 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa. — 
Prime Minister P.W. Botha upheld 
the while-minority government’s 
race-segregation policies on. Mon- 
day, and his remarks at the reopen- 
ing of Parliament indicated be had 
postponed plans for reform. 

Parliament adjourned in 
February to allow campaigning for 
the April 29 general election, which 
returned Botha's National Party to 
power with an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

- Gains by the right in the popular 
vote, however, apparently have 
sidelined plans announced by Botha 
last year to ease “hurtful" dis- 
crimination. 

Botha did not mention previously 
announced -plans for legislation to 
ease “pass laws" that restrict 
blacks' travel around the country, 
or a proposal to ease discrimination 
in public places such as hotels and 
restaurants. 

Fredrik van Zyl Slabber!, leader 
of the opposition Progressive 
FederaT Party, attacked the prime 


minister's leadership and his 
government’s failure to remove dis- 
crimination and combat the increas- 
ing cost of living. ' - 

In his reply, Botha said that the 
nominated Advisory President's 
Council would .eventually become 
an elected body in which 'Asians and 
mixed-race peoples would have 
representation along with whites. 

But he said he did not believe in a 
common voters’ roll for these pop- 
ulation groups, which like • South 
Africa's 20- million black majority 
are voteless.. 

Elsewhere in South Africa, police 
have charged a Coloured- rugby 
player with illegally entering a black 
township near Port Elizabeth to 
watch a rugby .mateh. ^

Mixed feelings

JERUSALEM'S Tzavta theatre was 
■ - ■ full or signs and wonders I could 
•• barely interpret last Thursday, but 
■■' some say they should .be absorbed 
without interpretation. In any case, 
they deserve to be reported. The 
. first half of the programme will be 
, repealed tonight and next Wednes- 
. day at 8.30 (King George 38). 
Thursday's was the third program- 
. me of a multi-media series cal- 
led P.V.V. 

The first incident of the evening, 
and the one to be repeated, is called 
. “Story No. 2” — a combination of 
ftlfjj monologue, movement, construc- 
tion and destruction of objects, and 
music. Motti Shirin is in charge of 
• the first three categories, and Yo&si 
•; Mar- Haim renders the music on a 

■ - sort of smokestack-and-tin-plate as- 
- semblage that might have walked 

out of a J_6ger painting. 

Shiriii plays out his anguish on a 
. series of low, broad benches to an 

■ audience seated on carpets on the 
floor. His story seems to be one of 
sexual jealousy bordering on 

. violence. It involves his “woman," 
spit, dots, a man, a baby carriage, a 
pole on which bills and pictures are 
'posted. If I say no more it is not 
because I’m trying to be secretive. 

Mar-Haim helps build the tension 
with tin dissonance and thumps of 
the “smokestack" on -the stage and 
again s£ his> forehead. Shirin jjyn 
"tuales dhiji j|tory with bits jof 


backdrop and a foreground of in- 
verted chairs huddled under 
another sheet. (Shargorodski, 1 am 
told, is the only one who knows 
what “P.V.V.'’ stands for, and he 
has no telephone). 

Next came a salad called “Green 
Play." by Hezi Laskaly. Laskaly, 
wearing a "head of lettuce, in- 
troduced the play with a two-step 
and described it as a parody of his 
previous performances, which were 
photographed in his native 
Netherlands. 

He showed slides of those perfor- 
mances — brightly fcos turned peo- 
ple in blurry motion, negatives of 
parts of people wearing knee-guards 
lying on mats, corridors, doors, 
beds of ivy. a shadow-dance behind 
suspended sheets. AU of this was ac- . 
companicd by an occasionally rele- 
vant — and- funny — narrative 
drama in which the .principal 
characters included Lettuce, Old 
Woman “C". (who eventually 
protests that she' is Old Woman 
“B"), Spirits, etc. Like most salads, 
its chief virtue seemed to be jux- 
taposition. 

Puzzling because of the context 
was the rendition of Arik Shapiro's 
composition foe a translation into 
. Arabic of a poem called "Play, 
Play,” by Shaul Tchernichovsky. 
Narda Moriah, in a black dress, 
velvet bodice, deep neckline, her

jumpsuit, and eventually using all 
the pieces to make a combination 
mask and cage for his head. Later 
. he is the sculptor speaking from his 
studio as he violates a lump of clay 
with his middle finger. 

On Thursday, observers had 25 
. minutes to digest all this during an 
intermission, while the stage was 
cleared and the usual straw chairs 
restored to the audience. 

THE SECOND HALF of the 
programme began with a recording 
of a composition by Betty Olivero 
— "Psalms” — for 12 cellos and 
four contrabass which, it was 
pointed out, would not fit on the 
• jr/ Tzavta stage. It was accompanied 
•' l by a play of light and shadow, 
, f designed by Sergei Shargorodski 
•ji - and executed against a white sheet 


companiment- recorded. The under- 
statement. and dignity of her perfor- 
mances gave, relief to some, evoked 
giggles in others among the 
audience. 

The evening ended with an event 
called “Object,” by Shargorodski. 
He executed squeaks on a large 
one-stringed instrument, got up and 
drew with chalk on the black- 
painted walls, "shaved” his curly 
head with a microphone, and ended 
by giving some attention, with a 
knife, to a fish suspended against a 
wooden board, “grilled” between 
two electric space heaters. 

Conclusions? Scepticism of this 
Magi- Mix, appreciation of its at- 
tempts to slice words, sound and 
things together in a new way, op- 
timism that technology is always 
improving.

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Post Political Reporter Mark Segal talks to Avraham Sharir 


AVRAHAM SHARIR. nit c of the 
Lihcrul Parly’s and slated lo 
become tourism minister in the 
second Begin government, believes 
' that /his parly .has "one last chance" 
to re-establish its polilion in he 10th 
Knesset. 

I had asked the chairman of the 
Likud faction in the 9th Knesset and 
the Liberal Executive chairman why 
the Liberals' chances for survival as 
an independent group were con- 
sidered nil. I had also asked him to 
comment on the view of his party's 
former chairman. Dr. Elimelech 
Rimalt, that the Liberals were in ef- 
fect a part of Herut and the speedier 
their formal demise the healthier it 
would be for Israeli politics. 

Sharir conceded that his party 
had lost much of its strength. Prime 
reasons were- “lack of real 
leadership and internal squabbling, 
neglect of the Liberal idea, and lack 
of contact with our traditional 
middle-class constituency." His 
parly's “last chance'* of restoring its 
fortunes would mean intensifying 
its activities among those strata 
which were at- one time identified 
with the party. “The fact that we 
neglected these voters must have 
cost the Likud at least four seats," 
Sharir held, arguing that if the 
Liberals had performed as they 
should have, the Likud would have 
done much better at the polls on 
June 30. 

The Liberal front-bencher 
criticized “those members of Herut 
who strove so mightily to diminish 
the Liberals' role, thereby showing 
they misunderstood how much 
damage they were doing to the 
Likud as a whole." The recent elec- 
tions had shown once and for alt 
that there was no place for a centre 
party, and that the electorate 
divided into two big blocs. “The 
political map has changed without 
electoral reform; and without for- 
mally changing our political system 
the 1981 elections were patterned 
on the U.S. ’presidential elections, 
with the focus on the two leaders, 
-Menachem Begin and Shimon 
Peres, "he said. 

NOTING THAT this was the last 
time the Likud list would be com- 
posed according to the Gahal parity 
agreement reached with Herut in 
1965, he repeated that if the 
Liberals did not prove their mettle, 
their prospects for the 1 1th Knesset 
were not bright. 

When I asked whether he meant 
that their numbers would diminish 
on the Likud list, Sharir answered in _ 

. affirmative. “I can. , tell you ' 
jjrpnkly xhai'jf.iL weren’t for. PrefriW 1 ,. 
Begin the liberals would have 
tar fewer candidates this 'time, "he 
said. 

"However, if the Liberals disap- 
pear totally or their strength is 
greatly reduced, then the Likud's 
chances of returning to power next 
time could diminish, for. Herut 
might risk slipping back to its old 
size in the Knesset. It is in. the in- 
terest of all Likud factions to ensure 
that the Liberals remain a strong 
element in their midst, just as it is in 
bur interest to ensure a strong 
Herut. After ail, the only future 
available for the Liberals is within 
the Likud, and ail talk to the con- 
trary is just so much fantasy.*' ■ 

SHARIR WOULD rename the 
Likud Mifleget Ha’am — the Peo- 
ple's Party, modelled on the U.S. 
Democratic Party, which contains 
various wings. Asked whether he 
supported the proposal to merge all 
Likud factions into one party, 
Sharir said he did — on condition it 
preserved the special qualities of its 
various parts, so as not to lose their 
electoral appeal. 


A LAST CHANCE 
FOR THE LIBERALS

He noted that in the 10th Knesset 
elections the Liberals' constituency 
had voted Labour, claiming “die 
Likud got the votes of the poor and 
Labour the better-oiT." Tel Aviv 
(where he lives), voted two-thirds 
Labour and one-third Likud; he 
believes his party could bring the 
bourgeoisie back to the Likud if it 
does its job properly. “We are the 
only ones in the Likud capable of 
doing it.’’ 

But he does not spare his own 
party: “The Liberal Party can be 
compared to a swollen head 
.perched on a Trail body with 
nnatcHstick thin legs. What is neces- 
'.saiy- is- ro'ibeef up that body* by : 
*laiftichmg zm ' off eTfi i vc to win* back 
our old constituency. We are to 
blame for having pushed them into 
Labour's embrace.” 

Pondering the question of 
whether the middle-classes voted 
Labour because they were scared 
by the Likud's election tactics. 
Sharir said: "They were not scared 
but only neglected by us and over- 
taxed.” 

On seeing the look of disbelief on 
my face, Sharir declared that the 
government had introduced its anti- 
inflationary income tax measures 
too late to have an effect on the 
middie-class vote. The Liberals 
would have to fight for the interests 
of business, the free professions and 
the middle-classes. Sharir is per- 
suaded that this magic formula 
would not only resuscitate the 
Liberal Party as a political factor of 
consequences, “but keep the Likud 
in power for the next 30 years and 
ensure that Labour is kept in the 
wilderness until the next generation 
comes of age.” 


However, this kind of triumph at 
the polls hinges on the Liberals not 
reverting to their intrigues and 
squabbling, he added not sounding 
too confident that they would 
refrain from this kind of behaviour.

SHARIR THEN unveiled some of j 
his ideas .for extricating the Likud J 
fro nr '-the' difficulties of governing 
wfth -a very narrow'' majority: "T ’ 
proposed lo Premier Begin that we 
go to the polls again before the end 
of 1982. We will have,a winning 
ticket still headed by Begin, the 
country's biggest vote-getter, and I 
am convinced that the Likud will 
romp home with a majority. After 
all. is there any other leader in the 
world who has such audience ap- 
peal? No Labour leader has a 
chance against him." 

Sharir sees no reason why Begin's 
mass appeal should frighten off the 
slaider middle-class voters at whom 
the Liberals are aiming. “If we 


(Eliahu Ha rati) 

deliver the right kind of measures 
and message I beKeve they will 
listen to us. and that kind of com- 
bination, Begin plus the Liberals, 
will bring us a landslide victory. 

“Labour is doomed to remain in 
the opposition,*' he predicted. "It 
peaked on June 30 and henceforth it 
will decline.'* 

WHEN I WONDERED whether 
the Liberal's decline in significance 
was not partly due to Ehrlich's 
failure at the Finance Ministry, 
combined with the nasty campaign 
to unseat him launched by Yitzhak 
Moda'i, which had lostrihem their, 
major cabinet port,fol(b,- Sharir was. 
only willing to. concede* .Jhat “we. 
lost the Treasury because of inter- 
nal disputes and the sorry perfor- 
mance of our ministers." 

How could a repetition be 
avoided? Sharir put his hopes on the 
law enabling the prime minister to 
sack any minister who is hindering 
the performance of the Cabinet. He 
would like Begin lo adopt a tough 
line with his ministers, thus ensuring 
the right start for his second ad- 
ministration. 

Over the years Sharir, like his fel- 
low Liberals, has accommodated 
himself to the Realpolitik of the 


coalition's operations. When 1 tried 
lo sound him out on the Liberal's 
resoluteness in the face of religious 
pressures, he said the religious par- 
ties must be aware that there is a 
limit to what the Liberals could ac- 
cept on the "Who is a Jew" issue. In 
practical terms he sees no purpose 
in amending the Law of Return, es- 
pecially considering the negative 
ramifications throughout the 
Diaspora. 

He holds that the religious parties 
should be content with the 
legislative changes they had in- 
troduced in the 9th Knesset, “plus 
some minor changes, but nothing 
more." He trusts the religious par- 
ties appreciate that in the Likud 
they will continue to find “a suppor- 
tive and sympathetic government.” 

Sharir admits that the Liberal 
caucus in the 10th Knesset contains 
a higher proportion of hawkish 
MKs than ever before — the ma- 
jority of the Liberal faction hold 
identical political views with Herut, 
he emphasizes. Sharir. too, has ad- 
justed his views, and has moved a 
long way from his moderate origins. 
He shrugs of those who criticize him 
for saying that “opposition dissent 
borders on treachery.” 

A year and a half ago he had com- 
plained to this reporter about “the 
Pole mk in-sty le ghost-villages on the 
West Bank", a description which 
Loday he would never allow to pass 
his lips. He has also adjusted his opi- 
nion on the advisability of ap- 
pointing Ariel Sharon as defence 
minister, as has Sirnha Ehrlich, who 
has had to swallow many more of 
his past opinions in this respect. 

SHARIR wants internal Liberal 
Party elections and a national con- 
vention before the general elections 
he has planned for 1982, arguing 
“the last convention brought our 
party to its lowest point, and it 
needs a new collective leadership" 
— something on the level of the 
good old days of the General 
Zionist Party, when such out- 
standing men as the late Israel 
Rockach. Yosef Saphir and Peretz 
Bernstein were at the helm. 

“This kind of new leadership, 
together with Begin, could really 
consolidate the Likud,” he said. 

When I asked how the Liberal 
Party would resolve the contradic- 
tion between the Likud Executive 
decision conferring on the premier 
the sole prerogative of choosing his 
ministers and the party constitution, 
which gives the Liberal central 
committee the last word in choosing 
its Cabinet quota, Sharir replied 
rather short-temperedly: “If we 
’want lo preserve the Likud's 
credibility, we have to honour our 
commitment. In my opinion, the 
Liberal central committee has 
anyhow lost any moral basis for hav- 
ing such a say. 

"Certain non-Liberal elements 
have managed to infiltrate the ranks 
and caused the illegal election of 
certain office-holders, " he added, 
declining to specify which MKs he 
was referring to, but noting that in 
certain areas the number of partici- 
pants in the Liberal Party internal 
elections came to four times the 
number that voted for the Likud at 
the General Election. 


Tough choice in Haifa

IT SEEMS that Haifa's Rubin 
Conservatory of Music must either 
change its status or close. 

Founded some 30 years ago by 
Zvj Rolenberg with the help of 
Samuel Rubin on Haparsim Street, 
the conservatory is the only profes- 
sional music school in Israel super- 
vised by the Ministry of Culture and 
Education. This means that not only 
pedagogical demands are to be 
complied with but, in addition, the 
scho'ol must be managed according 
to Ministry standards. 

In this case, however, the 
teachers of the conservatory not 
only did not get -their due payment 
but. paradoxically, have had to ab- 
sorb the difference between their 
fees and their realexpenses in order 
to manage on a shoe-string budget. 

At a recent gathering, the 


school's director, Esther Balasha, 
announced her resignation, 
protesting this financial state of af- 
fairs and the Haifa Municipality's 
refusal to support — even financial- 
ly — the conservatory as .is 
customary in other cities.

Melons and watermelons make tasty hot weather 
appetizers, main courses or desserts —and they are 
simple to prepare, writes Margery Greenfeld. 


YOU'RE ON A diet. Struck by a mad craving 
for something sweet, you find yourself wan- 
dering aimlessly around your fiat, or (if your 
kitchen is large enough), pacing in front of the 
refrigerator. After a brief war between con- 
science and desire, you climb on to a stool 
and start digging frantically into the upper 
reaches of the cabinet where you hide the 
chocolate from the children. 

/Stop. At once. And go back to the 
refrigerator, where you have prudently 
chilled a melon or a watermelon. Lop off a big 
slice of melon, remove the seeds, cut away the 
skin and cut the fruit into bite-sized pieces. 
Do the same to the watermelon, and throw 
the pink and golden mouthfuls into a bowl. 

• :Then go to town. You can gorge yourself on 
melons (almost) without suffering pangs of 
remorse. 

Contrary to all the popular wisdom about 
tlie fattening qualities of such sweet fruits, a 
melon has only 27 calories per 100 grams, and 
a; watermelon, only 29. In comparison, 100 
grams of apple has 55 calories, and. the same 
amount of orange has 54. Melon thus rings in 
with just half of the calorie count of these 
other fruits, and has a much sweeter taste to 
Help dieters fight off those dreaded moments 
of weakness. 

-.This, combined with the fact that melons 
(excluding peel and seeds) have a startling 93 
per cent liquid content, makes the fragrant 
fruit an almost perfect summertime food. 

: Other hidden benefits include high levels of 
vitamins A and C, and a very low sodium con- 
tent. Melons are also rich in vital minerals, 
such as potassium. 

The proper storage of melons is simple. 
They should be kept outside of the 
refrigerator — but never in direct sunlight — 
for a Few days after purchase. For those who 
like their melons very cold, a few hours in the 
refrigerator before eating is recommended. 
The amount of chilling time depends on per- 
sonal taste. 

Once a melon has been cut open, however, 
it should always be refrigerated. Covering the 
cut edge with a plastic wrap will prevent the 
melon’s sweetish smell from penetrating other 
stored foods. . ........ 

My jtaypunte. melon dish which also Sap-: 

pens to be of the simplest — is half a melon ■ 
filled with a flavoured cottage cheese mix- 
ture. In a small bowl, mix the cottage cheese 


with a few drops of vanilla, a tiny bit of sugar 
or powdered sugar substitute, and a few shakes 
of cinnamon, nutmeg or ginger. Heaped on 
the melon { sans seeds, of course), this is a 
quick, nourishing low-calorie summer meal. 
Sprinkling a bit of granola on the top adds a 
bit or crunch as you munch. __ < 

Melon, sliced into strips and wrapped with 
a thin slice of smoked meat, is also an easy 
summer appetizer. The meat can be wrapped 
around the melon, or tightly rolled into a 
cylinder, and secured with a wooden 
toothpick. 

Melon can be combined with any of the 
other summer fruits to make an outstanding 
fruit salad, whose contents are limited only by 
your own imagination and patience for cut- 
ting up fruit into bite-sized bits. A honey and 
cinnamon mixture, diluted with a bit of hot 
water, is a very simple fruit-saiad dressing. 

For those who wish to expand their melon- 
eating horizons beyond the straight-from-the- 
f ridge stage, the fruit can be incorporated into 
many cooked or frozen dishes. In almost all 
cases, melon can be substituted for the more 
expensive pineapple in poultry dishes. 

- Here is a simple chicken recipe, which 
serves five.

Dishes my mother taught me 


FOR MANY of oi readers, the 
“Dishes My Mother Taught Me” 
recipe contest evoked a stream of 
sentimental memories. 

The hundreds of replies included 
not only many very fine dishes, from 
mothers, mothers-in-law, grand- 
mothers, aunts and even fathers, but 
also, occasionally, the history or 
background of the dish. Recipes 
reflected culinary traditions from 
Eastern Europe, the Middle East, 
North Africa, India, the English- 
speaking world and even West 
Africa. We enjoyed the letters of 
some of those who are not finalists 
in the contest so much that we are 
printing part of them here. 

Gbenga Onanuga, a student from 
Nigeria, described two bean dishes, 
ope not unlike our felafel, the other 
made by poaching a bean mixture in 
(cleaned) empty tin cans in a pot of 
water. To make this dish, called Ole, 
.soak a kilo of dried beans for 12 
hours. Remove the outer peel and 
grind the beans very fine. 

; Mix the beans with half a cup of 
water, a small tin of tomato paste, 
half a tablespoon .of salt, a table-' 
spoon of ground dry hot red pepper 
and a chopped medium onion. Fill 
eight tin cans halfway with the mix- 
ture and in each insert half a boiled 
egg. Put the tins in a pot of hot 
water (about halfway up the tins) 
and boil for about an hour, check- 
ing occasionally to see there is still 
water in the pot. Serve hot with 
bpiled potatoes. 

-^Another reader, Ruth Shalev, of 
Jerusalem, tells of her chagrin when 
she found that the puddings, cakes 
and pot m feu which she read about ' 
as an adult were the same kugels 
and cakes and gedempte flelsh which 
slie had rejected as a child. ”!f my 
mother can hear me somewhere, ray 
apologies, mama — you were a 
great cook,” she writes.

One delightful letter came from 
Sheila Moser, also of Jerusalem, 
who' included a family recipe for 
cinnamon buns, from her grand- 
mother, Baba Annie, along with a 
story. The recipe sounds as good as 
the narrative, which is as follows: 

“Baba's cinnamon buns were a 
marvel whose delight extended over 
a long period of time. Mouths 
started watering about 10 minutes 
after the batch was put into the 
oven when that unmistakable smell 
penetrated the olfactory nerves of 
every member of the household as 
well as those neighbours up and 
down the whole block in Winnipeg's 
(Canada) North End. 

One day a neighbour, Mrs. 
Shaftesbury — whom my Baba in- 
sisted on calling Mrs. Sharfstein, 
throughout the many years she lived 
next door — conquered her Anglo- 
Saxon restraint and knocked on the 
door to ask for the recipe. 

“Sure, Mrs. Sharfstein,” said my 
Baba “I gib you mit pleasure. First 
you lake a “shisser and put in lots 
of flour, then you melting two 
pieces yeast in half cup water. 
When the yeast goes 'pouf!' you 
pouring it in the “shisser with the 
flour, then you melt one cup of but- 
ter.” 

“So much butter!” protested 
Mrs. Shaftesbury. 

“So maybe you take a “cuppele 
vaineker” said my Baba who as- 
sumed that everyone knew that in 
Yiddish a “cuppeld vaineker” 
meant a. little less. She continued, 
“Then you take four eggs, a cup of 
sugar, a cup of buttermilk, pour 
everything into the “shissel”, mix 
with your hands good, and go away 


to a meeting. When you come back 
it's up and ready, so you make up 
the rolls in sugar and cinnamon, 
leave it there standing and go up- 
stairs to make the beds. By the time 
you come done, they come up. 
Bake Tor half hour and dat’s dat.” 

Mrs. Shaftesbury (Sharfstein) put 
everything down on paper and went 
home happily to bake the buns. 
Some time later she ran back into 
my Baba's house. “Mrs. Rusoff, 
Mrs. Rusoff,” she panted, “the buns 
are running all over my oven.” 

When my Baba rushed in she 
smelled burning vinegar and saw the 
buns inside the oven erupting like 
Old Faithful. “Mts. Sharfstein!” 
she cried, “I smell vinegar all over 
de house.” 

“That's what you told me”, a cup 
of vinegar." 

“A goyeshe kop,” commented 
my Baba relating the story later, “if 
she didn’t want to use a cup of but- 
ter 1 told her to take a “cuppele 
vaineker” so she uses a cup of 
vinegar.” 

Years later my Aunt Fanny, the 
culinary genius of the family, 
worked out the exact measure- 
ments. As 1 was making it one day 
with the help of my two-year-old 
granddaughter Shiri, 1 remarked to 
myself that this recipe has now 
reached the fourth generation and 
will undoubtedly survive for many 
generations to come. 


Baba Annie’s “Pttter Bnlkes” (But- 
ter Bans) 

M easure five cups of flour into large 
bowl. 

Add: 

1 tsp. salt 
1 cup sugar 

Melt one package of butter (200 
■grams) 

1 shamenet (sour cream) 

Cool to lukewarm. 


Dissolve two packages of dry 
yeast in half a cup of lukewarm 
water and add 2 tsp. sugar. Leave 
till it bubbles. 

Make a hole in the flour mixture, 
pour in the yeast and add 4 eggs. 
Knead the entire mixture with 
hands, or heavy batter beater of the 
mixer. Try not to add much flour 
but if necessary use a little on your 
hands to keep it from sticking. Beat 
a few more minutes. Cover with oil 
and let rise in a warm place until 
light. Knead again and let stand un- 
til double in bulk. 

When very light, cut some dough 
with a knife and place on bread 
board. Cut strips and roll in cin- 
namon and sugar. Braid, or twist, 
and place close together on a well 
greased pan. Let rise until light. 
Bake in 375 degree oven for 25 to 30 
minutes. 

Use a pan at least 5 centimetres 
deep. Let stand a few minutes and 
turn pan over on board or marble 
counter and remove pan. Let cool, 
if your family will keep their hands 
off, for 10 minutes. 

Years ago, my mother visited me 
in Israel. I made the family treasure 
as a special gesture of love and af- 
fection. They were gorgeous. My 
mother took one bite and said, 
“You forgot the salt!” I never 
forgot it again. Everyone's an expert 
and 1 don't let ray daughter-in-law 
deviate in the slightest from the 
above instructions.

IF YOU are careless with your teeth 
today, you most certainly will pay a 
big dentist's bill tomorrow. 

The incidence of dental cavities is 
one of the 'most prevalent medical 
troubles, even among small 
children, and almost no one is ex- 
empt. Bad teeth are- found in the 
well-nourished as well as the tinder-'-, 
nourished. 

They cause pain, disfigure; and 
affect general health. There may be 
some hereditary di/ferenco.ui dental 
health, but the prime, factor is en- , 
vironmental. 

. We have. found that, the poorer 
peoples' diets, which are coarser, 
are also healthier. The more 
refined, richer and softer the diet, 
the worse the teeth. Primitive peo- 
ples eating food high- in cellulose, 
such as raw vegetables and fruits 
and whole plants — seeds, stalks 
and leaves — haVe good teeth. Even 


sugar cane, in contrast to refined: 
sugar, is not bad for the teeth. 

The English have perhaps the 
worst teeth. They are great eaters of 
sweets, sugary puddings and des- 
serts. Their creamy soft foods do 
not require chewing and thus they 
miss the! jaw exercise which makes 
for strong jaws and- teeth. 

' The Esltimos 'used to eat the 
animals and dried fish, ' including 
bones and vital organs; They did not 
know constipation, until, traders in- 
troduced -white flour and sugar. . 
Then their perfect teeth became 
rotten within months. 

During the formative months of 
pregnancy,- the mother’s diet is ira- 
portant. If there is not enough 
calcium, the fetus will “rob” the 
mother of the calcium - of her teeth, 
causing dental troubles after Kith.

only way 1 was able to stick to the 
diet and after a month ! was five 
kilos lighter. I was also bad- 
tempered and longing for the month 
to be over. I knew it was not a diet 
to live with, but I did not want to 
waste all the effort that had gone 
into the weight loss either. What I 
needed was a way to maintain the 
reduced weight, to continue losing a 
little, no matter how gradually, and 
without, continually craving cer- 
tain foods; The fact that I craved 
them stemmed from the fact that , 
they were forbidden, as I’ve never 
particularly liked such goodies as 
cakes, sweets and ice-cream. But 
when I couldn't have them, 1 felt 
resentful. .... 

• To maintain my weight loss, 1 
began with some easy rules. 1 found 
a satisfying breakfast to.be half of a 
grapefruit., a soft boiled egg, a 
crispbread or slice of whole grain 
bread smeared with low calorie 
margarine. Sometimes I replaced 
the grapefruit with a glass of freshly 


squeezed orange juice. This 
satisfied me for six or seven hours, 
if 1 needed something while I was in 
the city, I would buy a glass of fresh 
carrot juice, rich in vitamin A for 

mUk'. Another dimming aid is to 
have a spoonful of apple cider 
vinegar 30 minutes before each 
meal. After a while I grew to like it 
and now toss it down like a pre- 
dinner cocktail. 

Recently a new immigrant from 
the U.S., Ted Bloomfield, a weight- 
reduction expert and masseur gave 
me some sound advice for keeping 
weight down painlessly. He devised 
Tor me a six-dav diet which is easy 
and effective. For six days a week. I 
keep to a very low carbohydrate 
diet, eliminating all sugar and 
replacing starchy foods with natural 
and whole grain foods. If I need to 
sweeten anything, although we gel 
aiithe natural sugar our bodies need 
from fresh fruit, I use small amounts 
of honey, carob or natural grape 
sugar obtainable at health shops. No 
food is completely forbidden, 
although the more carbohydrates 
you eliminate, the more effective 
will be the weight loss. On the 
seventh day. which 1 elect as Shab- 
bat. 1 can eat anything I like. I find I 


don't want to go on a binge when 
that day comes, but it is lovely to 
feel that 1 can if I want to. The ratio 
of 6: 1 really works. This is a form of 
behaviour modification -which aims 
i JWsFJting habits for.: a . 
lifetime and it is a very painless way 
to control weight. Bloomfield often 
works with a masseuse. Yafa 
Shoham, both' at 02-226037. for 
quicker slimming results. 

Bloomfield allies this six-day 
dieting to increased exercise, in- 
dividually worked out. In my case, I 
began with jogging twice a day, but 
found 1 didn't have the lime to con- 
tinue it. I substituted skipping 
• several times a day, and swimming 
once a week, which I enjoy. I con- 
centrate on breaststroke, where the 
leg action helps in toning up 3nd 
slimming my problem rear area. 

Although 1 am not losing weight 
dramatically, the needle on my 
scales continues to slide down 
slowly, and I feel much filler than I 
have done for years. I rewarded 
myself with two new dresses 
(waisted) and have finally taken 
down the cartoon I had taped to the 
refrigerator: 

"My wife is a light eater — she 
begins as soon as it gets light. "

Orange Soup 

' (Serves 4-6) 

This idea came to me down in the 
Cajun country of New Orleans. It is 
sure to dress up any dinner menu, 
giving a light- refresher between. a 
heavy appetizer and the main 
course. 

3 large oranges 
t small lemon 
Vs cup sugar 

1 tbs butler or margarine 
.3 eggs 

V* cup chopped almonds 

Squeeze oranges and lemon. Heat 
juice over double boiler or on 
asbestos mat, with sugar, and butter 
or margarine. Separate 1 egg. Beat 
yolk with 2 whole eggs and temper* 
into heated juices. Stir until creamy 
and it coats the back of spoon. 
Don't allow to come to the boil. 
Cool in a large bowl. When cool, 
beat reserved egg white. Fold into 
juice custard and chiH until service. 
Garnish with chopped ' almonds 
. and/or orange rind, which has been 
shredded and blanched in boiling 
water. 

(* I n case you don't know Lo 
“temper;” it’s ‘time you learned. 
Tempering is a system of mixing a 
hot liquid with a edd substance such 
as eggs, so as lo prevent the cold 
subaance from curdling. You pour 
a little of the hot liquid into the cold 
mixture beaten eggs, eggs . and 
flour or milk, etc.) stirring constant- 
ly with a whisk or a large spoon. 
When enough has been incor- 
porated so that the cold’ mixture 


becomes quite warm, you beat this 
mixture back into the hot liquid, us- 
ing sweeping and rapid movement. 
Then the mixture is usually cooked 
over indirect heat until it thickens 
— but not allowed lo boil.) 

Yogurt- Apple Soup 
(Serves 4-6) 

Serving this fruit soup has never 
failed to win me applause. 

Y\ kilo ripe apples 
2 tbs fresh lemon juice 
Small piece or lemon peel 
2 tbs honey 
2 cloves 

Cinnamon or nutmeg to taste 
Water 

2 cups yogurt 

'A cup dry white wine (optional) 
Peel, core and cut apples into 
chunks. Add lemon juice and peel, 
doves, honey and enough water to 
cover. Simmer covered, until 
tender. Remove cloves and peel. 
Puree in blender. Spice with cin- 
namon or nutmeg to taste. Cool 
mixture and beat in yogurt and wine 
if used. Garnish with small apple 
slices, sprinkled across with 
powdered cinnamon. ' 

Lemon-Buttermilk Soup 
(Serves 3-4) ■ 

This is a real , tart, tangy. 
smoothie. A Danish specialty that 
mystifies everyone as to the identity 
of its main ingredient — buttermilk. 
2 cups buttermilk or yogurt 
2 lbs honey 

1 egg 

% tsp grated lemon rind 

2 tsp lemon juice (fresh) 

Large pinch salt 
Grated nutmeg, to taste 
'/< cup raisins 

Blend egg in blender until light in 


colour. Add honey and raisins, 
lemon juice and lemon rind and 
blend until raisins are chopped 
medium size. Add salt, nutmeg, 
freshly grated if possible, and but- 
termilk. Blend, taste and adjust 
flavourings to suit your taste. Gar- 
nish with a twist of lemon rind or a 
sprinkle of nutmeg.

1 tbs corn starch 
dash ground cloves 
1 cup coconut milk** 
hot paprika, to taste

In both cases, blend on high 
speed in blender and strain through 
cheese cloth or a diaper, pressing to 
extract as much of the creamy pulp 
us possible.)

German trade with East ires U.S.

MUNICH. — Should business just 
' be business or be dependent on the 
politics of the partners? 

That, in a sense, is the question 
dividing West European' leaders, in 
particular West Germany’s 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, and 
the administration of President 
Ronald Reagan these days. 

At issue is trade with the Soviet 
Union, of which West Germany has 

ihe lion’s share. 

The disagreement is a basic one 
that reflects two diametrically op- 
posite points of view, and it became 
a central issue at the industrialized 
nations' economic summit meeting 
in Ottawa. 

, Whereas the Europeans really 
need the trade and believe that the 
Soviet Union's international 
behaviour should not be linked and 
cannot be influenced by it. the U.S.. 
despite the lifting of the grain em- 
bargo. has long taken the position 
that trade is a favour to extend or 
withdraw depending on Moscow's 
actions in other spheres. Never has 
the American position been more 
strongly delineated than under the 
Carter and now the Reagan ad- 
ministrations. 

The conflict came out in the open 
at Ottawa over a plan that is the 
largest East-West trade deal ever 
proposed. 

At a cost of approximately SI Ob. 
a group of West German companies 
Mould build a 5,600-km.-long gas 
pipeline from the Yamal Peninsula 
in northern Siberia to Western 
Europe. Starting in 1985, when the 
project is supposed to be com- 
pleted. the USSR would pay for it 
by supplying some 40 billion cubic 
metres or natural gas annually. 

The beneficiaries, besides West 
Germany and the Soviet Union, 
would be France. Belgium, Hol- 
land, Italy. Austria and possibly 
even Switzerland. 

It is the sort of deal that makes 


the hearts of East-West traders beat 
faster. But since it was first 
proposed almost two years ago, it 
has been beset by numerous 
problems — both political and 
financial. 

What the U.S. objects to 
specifically in this plan, beyond its 
aversion to free-wheeling trade and 
technology transfer to-ihe USSR in 
general, is that it would make West 
Germany dangerously dependent 
on Soviet energy deliveries and 
susceptible to political blackmail by 
Moscow. 

The Bonn government, eager to 
diversify its energy supplies and to 
see large but hard-pressed steel 
companies getting a piece of the ac- 
tion. maintains that the projected 
Soviet gas supplies would still be 
within the political and strategic 
safety margin. 

Compared to the mercurial 
nature of the OPEC countries which 
supply West Germany with most of 
its oil. Chancellor Schmidt and his 
rather conservative economics 
minister. Count Otto Lambsdorff. 
maintain, the Russians have actual- 
ly been very reliable and 
trustworthy in past years. 

What makes the West Germans 
particularly sensitive to U.S. pres- 
sure and criticism on the matter is 
that a pipeline deal with the Rus- 
sians went awry in the early 1960s 
because of pressure on Bonn by the 
Kennedy and Johnson administra- 
tions. Moreover. West German 
government and industry circles are 
still angry over attempts by the 
Carter administration to block sales 
of nuclear power plants to Brazil. 

For all the political and 
diplomatic controversy surrounding 
it. the gas deal has actually been 
delayed thus far by financial ob- 
stacles. Traditional traders that they 
are. the Soviets want to charge the 
highest possible price for the gas 
while paying the lowest possible 
rate for the pipes. 

Though the Soviets seem to be in 


no hurry to reach agreement, both 
West German government and in- 
dustry sources indicate that a con- 
tract will probably be ready to sign 
by the time of Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev's expected visit lo 
Bonn in November. 

Size and political controversy, 
however, are not the only reasons 
why the projected deal is attracting 
so much attention. In a sense, it is 
symbolic for West Germany’s inten- 
tion to press uhead with East-West 
trade, no matter what. 

And that trade is staggering in its 
scope — more than S28b. both ways 
last year, if one includes trade with 
China, Yugoslavia and East Ger- 
many. with which trade is listed as 
“intra-German” and not subject to 
duty. Imports from and' exports to 
West Germany last year accounted 
for 25 per cent of the Communist 
world's entire trade with the West 

More than any other country. 
West Germany acts as supplier of 
sophisticated machinery, turn-key 
factories, computers and electronic 
gadgetry, modern steel and 
chemical plants to the Communist 
countries. In exchange it' receives 
oil. natural gas and a variety of raw 
materials. 

H isiory. tradition and geography 
have much to do with it. Russia and 
the East European lands have been 
chief markets of the Germans for 
centuries, changes in rulers there, 
ideological differences and a 
number of wars notwithstanding. As 
early as 1853. for example, the 
Siemens Corporation began 
building the Imperial Russian 
Telegraph line, and by 1855 
Siemens had a huge brhnch plant in 
St. Petersburg. 

Under the circumstances, U.S. 
restraints and urgings have always 
tended to rouse resentment in 
Bonn. But at a time when 
Washington increasingly sees trade 
as a political instrument and West 
Germany is in a recession, those 
resentments were destined’ to 
become more intense. 


Capitalists now do well in China 


SHANGHAI (Reuter). — At 8.30 
every morning a government- 
supplied car and chauffeur pick up 
Chen Mingshan and take him to 
work, where he earns 350 yuan 
(S220) a month — about five times 
the average wage for a Chinese 
worker. 

At the end of the working day, 
Chen is driven back to his home, 
which among other things boasts .a 
servant and a private telephone '-4* 
both unusual in China.' 

A senior party official? No. Chen 
is a decidedly non-Communist 
businessman, or rather what is 
known here as a former capitalist, 

■ who after a wildly see-sawing career 
has found a relatively comfortable 
and privileged niche in China. 

At the time of the Communist 
victory in 1949, Chen owned a large 
pharmaceuticals plant. After much 
agonising, he decided to risk life un- 
der the Communists rather than fol- 
low the nationalists to Taiwan, 
despite the fact that he had a branch 
of his company there. 

At first things went not too badly. 
In the early years of Communist 
rule capitalists were allowed to con- 
tinue to run their enterprises, albeit 
with growing government control, 
and received interest on their in- 
vestments. 

In an interview, Chen said the 
crunch came in 1966 when Mao 


Tse-iung unleashed his now dis- 
credited Cultural Revolution. The 
Chen family home, a nine-room, 
two-storey dwelling, was searched, 
his belongings were listed and then 
confiscated. 

In the dark years that followed. 
Chen, his wife and three children 
subsisted on 20 yuan (SI 2) a month 
each. They were forced lo live in a 
roomJ20 metres square. Chen had to 
do heavy. manual work and at times 
he tffas totally ostracised and ac- 
cused of being a spy because of his 
links with Taiwan. 

But unlike tens of thousands of 
others who fell foul of the rampag- 
ing Red Guards, Chen was not kil- 
led and in i978, 12 years after his 
ordeal began, life took a turn for the 
better. 

H is house was not returned, but 
his furniture and other belongings 
such as antiques and books were. 

In addition the unpaid portion of 
his salary was given to him, with in- 
terest, so that he ended up with a 
lump sum of 50,000 yuan (530,000), 
which in China made him a rich 
man. Chen, a spry 67-year-old 
whose appearance betrays little of 
the trauma he suffered, said the sum 
returned to him was trifling com- 
pered with what others received. He 
quoted a case where a capitalist was 
paid one million yuan (5600,000). 

Chen also got his job back, runn- 


ing the same pharmaceutical fac- 
tory as before, and is altogether a 
respected and envied member of a 
society that once shunned him. The 
dramatic improvement in the for- 
tunes of Chen and others like him 
was not simply the action of a 
conscience-stricken government 
trying to make amends for the hor- 
rors of the Cultural Revolution. 

There - were j>|her reasons, - both 
practical' and political, why the- 
relatively moderate leadership that 
came to power after Mao Tse-tung 
died in 1976 should give capitalists a 
better deal. 

Their management expertise and 
■ability to make money are both 
sorely needed as China struggles to 
modernise its slow-moving 
economy. Moreover their presence 
helps buttress Peking’s propaganda, 
directed principally at Taiwan, that 
China is a country where nori- 
Communists can not only survive, 
but prosper. 

China is constantly telling Taiwan 
that the island can keep its own 
economic system and even its own 
armed forces if it agrees to return to 
the "embrace of the motherland" 
and accepf Peking’s sovereignty. 
But there is no sign that the 
staunchly anli-Communist Taiwan 
government is in any way impressed 
by the "smile diplomacy" as expres- 
sed indirectly by the likes of Chen.

Oil price war in sight 


NICOSIA (UPI). — A price and 
production level conflict between 
Saudi Arabia and other members of 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) could un- 
dermine the cartel if a compromise 
is not reached soon, an 
authoritative oil industry magazine 
said this week. 

The Middle East Economic Survey 
said the cartel's members were now 
inclined toward ending the conflict 
through a compromise and a possi- 
ble reduction of the present marker 
price of 536 per barrel.; It said 
Nigeria was proposing .an, extraor-' 
dinary meeting of OPEC- which 
could be held sometime later this 
month in Vienna or Geneva. 

"A certain momentum seems to 
be developing within the OPEC 
mainstream toward the view that 
the time has come for a price and 
production compromise with Saudi 
Arabia which could permit the 
stabilization of a chaotically. depress , 
sed .oil market," the magazine-said... 
Saudi Arabia produces 10.25 million ' 
barrels a day and sells its crude at 
532 a barrel — 54 less than the 
mainstream marker price of 536 per 
barrel. 

Several OPEC countries have 
been critical of Saudi Arabia's high 
production level and low prices, and 
have called for an adjustment. 

The magazine said Saudi Arabia, 
at the last OPEC meeting in Vienna 
earlier this year, had offered a half- 
way marker price unification deal of 
534 per barrel entailing a 52 rise by 
Saudi Arabia and a 52 drop by the 
majority of the cartel’s members. 

"Later, with the deterioration of 
the (oil) market, the Saudi Arabians 
let it be known that their position 
had hardened to the extent of stick- 
ing to S32...however, other OPEC 
members are confident that the S34 
per barrel settlement would still be 
finally acceptable to the Saudis if 
the majority show willingness to 
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Jerusalem

Zurich and London dealers 
reported concerted selling of dollars 
yesterday morning by central banks, 
including the Bank of England, the 
West German Bundesbank, the 
Swiss National Bank and the Bank 
of France, and said markets 
remained very nervous. 

However, they said that with firm 
U.S. interest rates and a favourable 
market view of the Reagan Ad- 
ministration's tax-cutting economic- 
programme underpinning .the dol- 
lar. the success of the intervention 
would probably be only temporary.

THE CABINET that Menachem Begin has wrought in the record 
time of three weeks, will be presented to the Knesset later this mor- 


ning. 


This is the government that should free the country from the 
scourge of war forever and assure its sovereignty over Judea. Samaria 
and Gaza: deliver it from the self-inflicted scourge of inflation and 
advance it on the road to economic independence — and clear up the 
mystery' of Who's a Jew. and keep Agudat Yisrael happy to boot: an 
odd and mediocre company saddled yet with so many aides as to 
justify Geula Cohen's jibe that this is in fact a cabinet of deputy 
ministers. 

A more serious man like ZevuJun Hammer, the education minister, 
stands out like a sore thumb. 

It might be claimed thaL the criticism is unfair. After all. no Israeli 
cabinet of the past could exactly be likened to a dazzling galaxy. But 
the present group palls even besides Mr. Begin's first cabinet. That 
one. for all its faults, had the benefit of Moshe Dayan's creative 
political intelligence. Ezer Weizman's increasingly sober judgment, 
Shmuel Tamir's legal ability. Yisrael Katz's competence as social ad- 
ministrator. It had the DMC which, when all is said and done, did on 
occasion serve as a useful pebble in the Likud's shoe on its regular 
way to the brink. 

Now all this is history. What we have now is Premier Begin, as the 
towering genius of this new regime. So long as his health holds, his 
word wilfbe fiat for his colleagues. The fractiousness that charac- 
terized cabinet behavior for so much of the past four years will disap- 
pear. A sallow unanimity will in all likelihood prevail from nowr on. 

For once, all the “commanding heights" of the administration — 
defence, foreign affairs, finance, as well as something new called 
economic coordination — axe occupied by members of Mr. Begin's 
own Herut Party, two incumbents and two new choices. 

The most intriguing and dangerous new choice is Ariel Sharon for 
defence. His strong-willed expertise wilt be an exception to the 
general cabinet rule, but whether it will be exercised rationally or 
wildly remains a question. Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, on the 
other hand, is but Mr. Begin writ small. Yorant Aridor is the magi- 
cian who must still prove that his rabbit is real, and Ya’acov Meridor, 
needless to recall, is the man who believes he proved Einstein wrong. 
All in all. a dispiriting array. 

And they wifJ have assembled around them a bevy of junior 
ministers of even Hesser grade. These include, besides some Herut 
small-fry, half a dozen Liberals, once supposed to be natural heirs to 
ail major economic posts that fell to the Likud. Now they must con- 
tent themselves with the crumbs of office -— some minor economic 


portfolios, or no portfolios at all. 

The handful of once like-minded NRP and Tami ministers, on the 


other hand, have separately come up with proof that recalcitrance, 
regardless of merit, is the means by which even the defeated may get 
themselves some fine constituency-feeding spoils. 

thus the professional cabinet minister. Dl\ Yosef Burg, has ended 
up with three departments to his name {or four, if the autonomy 
counts as one), while Aharon Abuhatzeira, who will find himself in 
court again tomorrow, has bagged two ministries (or .three, con- 
sidering , that Labour and Social Welfare is only a recent conjunc- 
tion). - 

The most amazing innovation of this regime, though, as Geula 
Cohen rightly pointed out. is the wild proliferation of deputy 
ministers. These have been assigned not to defence and finance, 
which had them before, and where they might come in handy, but to 
ministries which need them not at all. 

If these deputy ministers are nevertheless thought to be indispen- 
sable. it is for reasons that have nothing to do with the idea of a well- 
ordered administration. Rather they help spread the political gravy 
around and keep some hungry mouths satisfied, allow Sephardi 
politicians at feast some minor-league representation — and balance 
one another off in terms of the conflicting claims of coalition fac- 
tions. The practical result is that nearly one half of all coalition 
Knesset Members, outside the Aguda. are in one wav or another in- 
volved with the work of the country's administration. 

This, then, is the government that parliament will duly confirm to- 
day, even if by a razor-thin majority. 

Such a government and the sordid manner in which it was con- 
structed disgraces our parliamentary' system itself. 

But this presumably does not perturb Mr. Begin, <is long as he can 
posture as remaining above it all. 

In fact the decline of cabinet government and the decline of 
parliamentarism of which we now have a portent serves the aura of 
political transendence with which Mr. Begin so likes to envelope 
himself. 

The sad irony, of course, is that the majority of the people cannot 
bring themselves to believe that a farce of such dimensions is possi- 
ble.

SAUDI AWACS 


AND PEACE 


The U.S. foreign policy establishment seems intent on breeding 
distrust and resentment among Israeli citizens and the political 
elite, writes NANCY - GOOD. , 


IN ORDER to assure Saudi Arabia 
that their relationship with the U.S. 
is equal to that with Israel, and to 
satisfy the ambitious plans of the 
U.S. Defence Department to 
“finesse"* an American presence in 
Saudi Arabia, the Reagan Ad- 
ministration is determined to go 
ahead with the sale of AWACS, 
aerial tankers, extra fuel tanks, ad- 
vanced air-to-air missiles, and pos- 
sibly bomb racks for F-15 fighters. 

Preoccupied with" the 
deteriorating position of the U.S. 
vis-a-vis the Soviet in the Persian 
Gulf. Secretary of State Alexander 
JHaig and Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger assign unwarranted 
value to arms transfers as instru- 
ments of American foreign policy. 

Administrations come and go in 
Washington, but foreign policy 
decision-makers continue to seek 
“quick fixes" that neglect a serious 
calculation of all possible outcomes 
of their preferred policy option. 

In an attempt to defuse 
overwhelming congressional op- 
position to the AWACS sales, it is 
expected that the administration 
will negotiate a joint control agree- 
ment with the Saudis — possibly ex- 
tending over a 10-year period. One 
wonders if decision-makers .in 
Washington learned anything from 
the Iranian fiasco for U.S. policy in 
the Middle East. 

Recall that in 1976 the Defence 
Department argued before the U.S. 
Senate that the transfer of advanced 
weapons technology to Iran would 
assure U.S. control because of 
Iran’s dependence on U.S. advisers 
and maintenance crews. It was the 
belief of military experts that “m 
the event of a change in regime, the 


U.S. would be able to cripple the 
Iranian military establishment" 

The ongoing Iraq -I ran war, in- 
deed. destroys this line of strategic 
reasoning. 

Just as important, the administra- 
tion remains impervious to warnings 
from numerous Arab officials in the 
Persian Gulf that a direct American 
presence on Arab soil may pose a 
greater threat to their stability than 
does a growing Soviet influence in 
the area or the Iraq-Iran war. 

Even if a U.S. military presence is 
cloaked in joint control agreements, 
it would serve to provoke the anti- 
Western opposition in Saudi Arabia 
which was rekindled after the Camp 
David Accords.

Tipping the military 
balance against Israel certainly does 
not provide a "feeling of security” 
that is necessary to risk future ter- 
ritorial concessions.

THE U.S. position — that until the 
Soviet threat is curbed the Middle 
East cannot move towards peace — 
is one that ignores fundamental ax- 
ioms of the Arab-lsraeli dispute 
and, in the long-run. will impede the 
prospects for peace. No one in the 
Reagan Administration can deny 
that the AWACS deal demolishes 
Israel's air surveillance system. 

And yet in 1978, the primary 
justification for the Israel-Egypt- 
Saudi Arabia arms package deal 
was the conviction that the transfers 
would support the Middle East 
peace process. Cyrus Vance, then 
secretary of state, testified that “the 
prerequisite for addressing' the hard 
choices for peace is the feeling of 
security and confidence on ail 
sides.’’ 

Recalling that it was the Saudis 
who rejected U.S. peace efforts in 
the Middle East, it seems rather 
ironic that the administration is 
considering such a drastic and ir- 


reveals that Harold Brown, the 
secretary of defence, testified that 
“Saudi Arabia has not requested 
nor do we intend to sell any other 
systems or armaments that would 
increase the range or enhance the 
ground attack capability of the 
F-15.” 

Haig and Weinberger pay little 
heed to the impact the proposed 
arms sales will have on the peace 
process. 

Another neglected factor is that 
Israel has paid a high price for 
peace. Even though the handwriting 
jvas on the wall in 1978 that U.S. 
relations with the so-called 
“moderate" Arab states was placed 
on a par with Israel’s security, Israel 
took a courageous step towards 
peace when it agreed to cede all of 
Sinai to Egypt.

ISRAEL’S ECONOMY is still 
reverberating from the economic 
and social costs attached to the 
Egypt-1 srael peace treaty and can- 
not afford an ongoing arms race. 
Not only did Israel cede its oQ 
resources, it is also turning over to 
the Egyptians a 5)7 billion invest- 
ment in Sinai development.

Many 
Israelis are becoming convinced 
that the more they give, die more 
they will be pressured. Such an at-

LAST MONTH there was a massive 
escalation in the ongoing war 
between Israel and the Arab ter- 
rorist organizations. The in- 
discriminate terrorist bombardment 
of civilian centres in northern Israel 
provoked Israel to reply with artil- 
lery barrages and an increased of- 
fensive against the terrorist 
hinterland. • • 

Every nation has the right and the 
duty to defend its citizens, and there 
can be no doubt that Israel was 
justified in its quick reaction. 
However, the extremely complex 
situation prevailing in Lebanon has 
led many foreign observers to con- 
fuse the results of the conflict with 
its cause and. more seriously, to fail 
to distinguish between immediate 
gains and long-range interests. 

From its foundation, Lebanon 
was a state roughly divided into two 
camps — Christians and Moslems, 
each distrustful of the other. The 
distrust occasionally burst into open 
violence but, in the past, it has 
always subsided back into wary 
cooperation. 

In the last few years, the 
Lebanese have failed to achieve 
reconcOiation, and their latest civil 
war has continued far longer than 
any previous conflict. 

The main reason for this has been 
external intervention. The worst 
culprits have been the Syrians, play- 
ing off one side against the other in 
order to advance their own ambi- 
tions of local hegemony and es- 
tablishing a “Greater Syria.” Other 
Arab states, such as Iraq and Libya, 
have also been active, arming and 
inciting Lebanese factions for their 
own ends. 

The Soviet Union, too, has been 
involved, indirectly and has benefit- 
ced from the ensuing regional ten- 
sions. 

The favourite tools of both the 
Arab stales and the Soviets for med- 
dling in Lebanese internal affairs 
have been the terrorist organiza- 
tions. The terrorists, in turn, have 
bene fitted from Lebanon’s troubles 
by taking advantage of the anarchy

to establish themselves as a power; 
as a state within a state. 

There is, therefore, a con- 
vergence of interests between the 
interventionist Arab states, the 
Soviets and the terrorists to keep 
the Lebanese cauldron boiling, to 
limit the power of the Lebanese 
central government and to prevent 
a return to the pre-civil war stability 
and peace. 

The first victim of this unspoken 
alliance is Lebanon. The second 
victim is Israel. 

YET. WHEN ISRAEL strikes out at 
the terrorists, the key link in the 
anti-Lebanon alliance, it is 
denounced for attacking Lebanon. 

Too many foreign observers have 
not yet learned, or do not wish to 
admit, that vast areas of Lebanon, 
including Beirut, are not, in fact, 
Lebanese territory but, rather, are 
part of an extra-territorial terrorist 
fiefdom, supported by Arab Rejec- 
tion! sts and the Soviet Union. 

Israel’s initiative against the ter-, 
rorists has met with considerable 
success in the past year.- This, in 
turn, has led the terrorists to make a 
desperate attempt to strike out at 
Israel’s civilian centres, thus prov- 
ing that they are still viable. . 

The weakening of the terrorists 
would not only benefit Israel; it 
would also benefit Lebanon, and 
contribute to peace and stability in 
the Middle East generally. 

It would be a pity, at this point, to 
confuse the issue and to claim that 
Israel’s initiative was an attack on 
Lebanon. 

Israel achieved two primary ob- 
jectives last month; the prevention 
of terrorist penetrations into Israel's 
territory and the weakening of the 


terrorists’ physical presence in the 
field. 

A third objective, which was not 
achieved, was the ending of artillery 
and rocket fire from southern 
Lebanon into Israel. The recent 
massive actions of the Israel 
Defence Force were designed to 
weaken the terrorist infrastructure 
and to remind the terrorists’ sup- 
porters in the Soviet Union and the 
Rejectionist Arab world that their 
intervention could lead to an escala- 
tion which they would be unable to 
control. 

The agreement on the cessation 
of hostilities achieved by U.S. 
special envoy Phillip Habib will cer- 
tainly prevent further casualties, 
and this in itself is desirable. But 
only time will tell if it will not enable 
the terrorists simply to recoup their 
losses and rebuild their strength 
after being pushed to the verge of 
destruction.

THE CONFUSION demonstrated 
by some observers over Lebanon 
also exists in relation to the Palesti- 
nian- Arabs who live in areas con- 
trolled by Israel and by Jordan. 

The peace and prosperity of these 
Palestinian Arab communities de- 
pends on the achievement of some 
form of modus vivendi with their two 
host states. This is in sharp contrast 
to the terrorist organizations, who 
seek confrontation and conflict with 
both Israel and Jordan. 

In 1970, the terrorist challenge to 
Jordan’s monarchical regime led to 
a mass slaughter of Palestinians. 
Since then, the terrorists have 
reached an uneasy accommmoda- 
tion with King Hussein, a 
relationship in which the animosity 
is barely concealed. 

Nevertheless, the present 
ceasefire between King Hussein and 
Arafat’s gunmen does not change 
the basic aims and interests of each 
side. The fact remains that the 
overwhelming majority of all 
Palestinian Arabs live today in com- 


parative peace and prosperity, 
either in the areas controlled by . 
Israel or Jordan. Their future 
economic and social progress de- 
pends on peace and stability, which 
can best be guaranteed by an ac- 
commodation with Israel.. 

Thus, the objective interests of 
most Palestinian Arabs is in sharp 
contrast with the aims and policies 
of the terrorists. 

IT THEREFORE becomes all the 
more important for statesmen — 
and paiticulariy the American ad- 
ministation — to remember that the 
overall long-range situation is im- 
portant, not the details, of any single 
incident. 

.If Israel is perceived as . being 
punished, for defending itself, this 
would lead to an. immediate 
strengthening — both psy- 
chologically and politically — of the 
terrorists, particularly , those ele- 
ments which are most militant and -
